This  month  we  feature  a  particularly  fine  portrait  antoninianus  of  the  emperor  Marcus 
Aurelius  Probus  (A.D.  276-282).  Born  at  Sirmium  in  A.D.  232,  Probus  adopted  the  profes¬ 
sion  of  arms  and  gained  rapid  promotion  until,  by  the  reign  of  Aurelian,  he  had  become  one 
of  the  leading  generals  of  the  Empire.  Soon  after  the  death  of  Tacitus  he  was  proclaimed 
emperor  by  his  troops  and,  following  the  murder  of  Florianus,  he  became  undisputed  master 
of  the  Roman  world.  His  reign  was  notable  not  only  for  his  considerable  military  successes, 
but  also  for  his  attempts  to  restore  the  economic  life  of  the  Empire.  To  this  end  he  introduced 
viticulture  into  several  of  the  western  provinces,  and  had  he  been  able  to  carry  out  all  his 
plans  the  Roman  State  might  have  recovered  much  of  its  ancient  power  and  prestige. 
However,  in  the  autumn  of  A.D.  282  he  was  murdered  at  Sirmium  by  a  band  of  mutinous 
soldiers  who  were  enraged  at  having  been  employed  on  public  works  instead  of  military 
duties.  See  C801. 
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DR.  V.  CLAIN  STEFANELLI 

Dr.  Vladimir  Clain-Stefanelli,  senior  historian  and  head  of  the  National  Numismatic  Collec¬ 
tions  at  the  National  Museum  of  American  History,  Smithsonian  Institution,  died  on 
Tuesday,  October  19,  of  an  embolism  following  heart  surgery  at  Georgetown  University 
Hospital  in  Washington,  D.C.  He  was  68. 

An  internationally  known  expert  in  coins,  currencies  and  medals,  Dr.  Clain-Stefanelli 
specialized  in  historical  documentation  of  U.S.  coinages,  coinages  of  Greek  colonies  on  the 
western  Black  Sea  coast,  and  south-east  European  issues  of  the  15th  and  16th  centuries.  With 
his  wife,  Elvira,  he  developed  the  National  Numismatic  Collections  into  one  of  the  world’s 
most  extensive  holdings  of  its  kind.  He  was  responsible  for  such  significant  additions  as  the 
outstanding  Josiah  K.  Lilly,  Jr.  Collection  of  gold  coins,  known  for  its  particular  strength  in 
U.S.  and  Latin  American  examples,  and  the  Willis  H.  DuPont  Collection,  originally 
assembled  by  the  Russian  Grand  Duke  Georgii  Mikhailovich,  the  most  complete  collection  of 
Russian  coins  outside  the  Soviet  Union.  Dr.  Clain-Stefanelli  also  served  as  advisor  to  the 
Department  of  the  Treasury,  the  Secret  Service  and  other  government  agencies.  He  joined  the 
Smithsonian  as  a  curator  of  numismatics  in  1956  and  assumed  increasingly  responsible  duties 
during  the  course  of  his  career.  In  1974,  he  became  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Applied 
Arts  at  the  Museum,  then  known  as  the  National  Museum  of  History  and  Technology,  then 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  National  History  in  1977.  Upon  the  Museum’s  reorganiza¬ 
tion  in  1980,  he  continued  as  head  of  the  National  Numismatic  Collections. 

The  major  installations  and  exhibitions  organized  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Stefanelli  include  the 
Hall  of  Numismatics,  which  went  on  view  when  the  Museum  opened  in  1964,  the  subsequent 
Hall  of  Money  and  Medals,  and  “Two  Centuries  of  American  Banking,”  a  special  Bicenten¬ 
nial  exhibition  that  opened  in  1975.  These,  as  well  as  many  other  special  exhibits  and  pre¬ 
sentations,  marked  a  fundamental  departure  from  the  more  traditional  treatment  of 
numismatics  as  metal  works  of  art,  and  instead  used  the  concept  of  money  as  an  integral  part 
of  cultural  and  economic  progress. 

Among  Dr.  Stefanelli  s  publications  are  Ex  Nummis  Historia ,  a  four-volume  catalogue 
raisonee  of  the  Alexander  Magnaguti  Collection  (Rome,  1949-51),  and  History  of  the 
National  Numismatic  Collections  (Washington,  D.C.,  1968).  Joint  publications  with  Mrs. 
Stefanelli  include  The  Beauty  and  Lore  of  Coins,  Currency  and  Medals  (Croton-on-Hudson, 
1974),  Chartered  for  Progress:  Two  Centuries  of  American  Banking  (Washington,  D.C., 
1976)  and  Munzen  der  Neuzeit  (Munich  and  Fribourg,  1978)  which  was  simultaneously 
published  in  German  and  French.  Dr.  Stefanelli  also  was  particularly  concerned  with  the 
application  of  methods  of  scientific  analysis  in  numismatics  and  published  several  articles  on 
the  subject,  among  them  “An  Application  of  Physics  in  Ancient  Numismatics:  Detection  of 
Certain  Counterfeit  Aegina  Staters  Through  X-ray  Diffraction  Analysis”  in  the  American 
Journal  of  A  rchaeology  (1966). 

Dr.  Stefanelli  was  born  in  Czernowitz,  an  Austrian  city  now  within  the  USSR,  in  1914.  He 
attended  the  university  there,  earning  an  M.A.  in  Modern  Philology  in  1936  and  a  Ph.D.  in 
Archaeology  with  specialization  in  Numismatics  in  1938.  He  was  awarded  the  Prix  de  Rome 
in  1938  and  became  a  member  of  the  Accademia  de  Romania  in  Rome  in  1939-40.  After 
working  as  Secretary  to  Caritas-Rome  and  the  Ufficio  Informazioni  della  Segretaria  di  Stato 
of  the  Vatican  from  1946  to  1948,  he  served  as  a  consultant  to  leading  firms  in  Rome  and 
New  York  City  from  1949  to  1956. 

His  work  has  been  recognized  in  this  country  and  abroad  by  such  honors  as  the 
Smithsonian  Gold  Medal  for  Exceptional  Service  (1973),  the  Gold  Medal  Award  from  the 
National  Shrines  Associates  of  New  York  City  (1967),  the  Francis  Szecheny  Medal  in 
Budapest  (1969)  and  the  Leonard  Forrer  Medal  given  by  the  International  Association  of 
Professional  Numismatists  (1973).  He  also  received  the  American  Numismatic  Association's 
Honorary  Life  Membership  Award  (1964).  He  was  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Numismatic 
Society,  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  in  London,  the  French.  Bavarian,  Austrian 
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numismatic  organizations  and  other  professional  associations.  He  also  was  an  Associate  of 
the  International  Institute  for  the  Conservation  of  Historic  and  Artistic  Works  of  Art;  a 
former  Governor  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America  and  President  of  that 
organization's  Washington  Chapter;  a  member  of  the  Washington  Collegium  for  Humanistic 
Study  and  Research  and  the  Cosmos  Club.  In  addition,  he  was  an  honorary  member  of  the 
International  Bank  Note  Society  and  the  New  York  Numismatic  Club. 


TWO  NEW  ANTONINIANI  OF  SALONINUS  AUGUSTUS 

NICHOLAS  M.  McQ.  HOLMES 

Publius  Licinius  Cornelius  Saloninus  Valerianus,  younger  son  of  the  Roman  emperor 
Gallienus,  was  given  the  rank  of  Caesar  in  A.D.  255  after  the  death  of  his  brother,  Valerian 
II.  Saloninus  held  this  rank  until  A.D.  259,  when  he  was  besieged  at  Cologne  by  Postumus 
and  eventually  captured  and  killed,  but  just  before  his  death  he  proclaimed  himself  Augustus, 
presumably  for  propaganda  purposes.  This  was  reflected  only  in  the  coinage  issued  for 
Saloninus  at  Cologne,  and  most  of  the  coins  struck  during  the  siege  must  have  been  recalled 
and  melted  down  by  Postumus,  who  would  have  been  anxious  to  prevent  such  coins  from 
entering  general  circulation  in  the  immediate  aftermath  of  his  rebellion. 

The  effectiveness  of  Postumus’s  measures  is  reflected  in  the  extreme  rarity  of  surviving 
coins  depicting  Saloninus  as  Augustus.  A  recent  article  by  Norman  Shiel  ( American 
Numismatic  Society  Museum  Notes  24  (1979),  1 17-22)  listed  and  described  all  the  examples 
of  this  issue  which  were  then  known  to  exist;  these  amounted  to  one  gold  aureus  and  fourteen 
billon  antoniniani,  almost  all  of  which  are  held  in  major  museum  collections  in  Europe  and 
the  U.S.A.  Since  the  publication  of  Shiel's  article  two  previously  unrecorded  antoniniani  have 
come  to  light.  These  may  be  described  as  follows  (continuing  the  numbering  initiated  by 
Shiel);

No  obverse  or  reverse  die-links  can  be  established  definitely  between  no.  16  and  any  of  the 
examples  illustrated  by  Shiel.  The  obverse  is  clearly  from  a  die  unrepresented  among  the 
other  known  specimens;  the  reverse  is  in  a  fairly  worn  condition,  but  the  shape  representing 
the  left  arm  of  Spes  appears  different  on  this  coin  from  that  on  any  of  the  others,  with  the 
possible  exception  of  no.  9.  Die  links  for  both  obverse  and  reverse  of  no.  17  are  observable, 
however,  and  a  study  of  these  led  to  the  detection  of  what  appear  to  be  errors  in  some  of  the 
published  die-links.  The  obverse  of  no.  17  is  from  the  same  die  as  Shiel’s  1 1,  which  he  links 
with  9  and  14.  On  1  1  and  17,  however,  the  second  spike  of  the  radiate  crown  points  directly 
at  the  L  of  VALERIANVS,  whereas  on  9  and  14  it  points  between  the  A  and  the  L.  There  is 
also  a  small  but  noticeable  difference  in  the  representation  of  the  inner  part  of  the  ear.  The 
reverse  of  17  is  from  the  same  die  as  Shiel  9,  but  there  seem  to  be  some  minor  differences 
between  these  two  reverses  and  that  of  10,  which  Shiel  links  with  9.  The  line  representing  the 
left  arm  of  Spes  on  10  falls  more  steeply  from  the  shoulder  and  has  a  sharper  angle  at  the 
elbow  than  that  on  9  or  17,  and  an  extra  divergence  of  this  line  (or  a  small  flaw)  appears  at 
thigh  level.  These  variations  seem  greater  than  could  be  expected  merely  as  a  result  of  uneven 
striking  and  must  cause  the  die-link  to  be  regarded  at  best  as  questionable. 

In  a  more  extensive  coin  series  the  presence  or  absence  of  one  or  two  die-links  would  be  of 
little  consequence,  but  in  the  case  of  Saloninus  Augustus,  where  the  total  number  of 
antoniniani  recorded  is  still  only  sixteen,  there  is  a  greater  need  for  accurate  observation.  The 
effect  of  the  new  discoveries  and  of  this  reconsideration  of  links  is  to  change  the  ratio  of 
recorded  coins  to  obverse  dies  from  13:5  (Shiel  8  could  not  be  located  for  die-linking)  to 
15:7,  or  from  2.6  known  coins  per  die  to  2.1.  Of  the  nine  recorded  coins  with  SPES 
PVBLICA  reverse  only  nos.  9  and  17  display  a  definite  reverse  die-link,  and  anything 
between  five  and  eight  separate  reverse  dies  of  this  type  are  represented.  These  figures  suggest 
that  the  scarcity  of  known  examples  of  coins  of  this  issue  is  as  likely  to  be  due  to  their 
suppression  by  Postumus  and  to  the  accident  of  survival  and  recovery  as  to  a  very  small 
initial  mintage.  The  sample  is  clearly  not  large  enough  for  any  definite  conclusions  to  be 
drawn.

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MINTAGE  FIGURES  OF  ENGLISH  SILVER  COINAGE, 

1583-1592

Detailed  figures  of  mint  output  of  individual  denominations  of  English  silver  coinage  are 
incomplete  before  18  1 6 . 1  The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  demonstrate  a  possible  method  of 
calculating  such  figures  for  a  nine  year  period  in  the  late  sixteenth  century  by  considering 
available  data  regarding  the  total  output  of  silver  coinage  of  all  denominations  in  the  light  of 
provisions  made  in  two  mint  indentures. 

The  coinage  indentures  of  30  January  1583  and  29  July  1601  stipulated  that  out  of  every 
1001b  of  silver  coined,  2  lb  should  be  in  half-groats,  1{ lb  in  pence  and  {lb  in  halfpence.23 
Since  the  total  values  and  weights  of  silver  coinage  minted  over  yearly  periods  are  known 
accurately  from  1  February  1583  to  31  January  1592  it  is  possible  to  estimate  the 
approximate  numbers  of  individual  small  denominations  minted  over  this  period.2b  The 
indentures  did  not  make  any  requirements  concerning  the  ratio  between  the  outputs  of  other 
denominations  but  only  shillings,  sixpences,  halfgroats,  pence  and  halfpence  were  produced 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  period  under  consideration.23  Out  of  every  1001b  of  silver 
coined,  96  lb  would  have  been  in  shillings  and  sixpences.  It  is  likely  that  more  shillings  than 
sixpences  were  minted  but  it  will  be  assumed  that  production  figures  of  both  denominations 
were  similar,  i.e.  that  the  weight  of  shillings  coined  was  twice  that  of  sixpences  so  that  64  per 
cent  of  the  weight  of  coinage  produced  was  of  the  higher  denomination.  The  output  figures 
for  shillings  and  sixpences  which  appear  in  Table  IV  have  positive  and  negative  signs  to 
indicate  that  they  are  likely  to  be  minimum  and  maximum  figures. 

Table  I  indicates  the  total  weights  of  silver  coinage  produced  annually  between  1583  and 
1592.2b

In  Table  III  the  figures  in  Table  II  are  broken  down  into  the  weight  in  grains  of  individual 
denominations  which  would  have  been  coined  during  this  period  if  the  terms  of  the  indenture 
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ot  1583  were  strictly  adhered  to  and  if  at  least  64  per  cent  of  the  total  weight  of  silver  coin 
produced  was  in  shillings  as  has  been  suggested.

Between  1583  and  1592  silver  was  struck  at  96  gr  to  the  shilling  so  that  actual  numbers  of 
coins  produced  may  be  calculated  by  dividing  the  figures  in  Table  III  by  the  unit  weights  of 
individual  denominations.  The  results  obtained  from  such  calculations  are  expressed  in 
thousands  in  Table  IV.

The  total  number  of  silver  coins  produced  over  the  entire  nine  year  period  suggests  that  an 
average  of  about  3,429,000  pieces  were  manufactured  annually  and  that  daily  output  of  silver 
averaged  more  than  9000  coins. 

Production  of  four  denominations  seems  to  have  been  continuous  between  1583  and  1592 
but  the  halfpenny  is  not  known  with  the  bell  mintmark  which  was  in  use  in  1 5 8 3 .3 b  The  figure 
for  halfpenny  production  in  1583-4  is  therefore,  highly  suspect  but  there  seems  little  reason 
to  doubt  that  the  other  results  in  Table  IV  have  some  validity. 
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TWO  ANNAMESE  CASH  CAST  FOR  THE  TRINH  ‘LORD  OF  THE 

NORTH’,  TONG:  A.D.  1570-1623

Although  members  of  the  Trinh  family  ruled  the  northern  half  of  Annam  for  a  period  of  some 
two  centuries  (A.D.  1545-1788),  they  did  not  govern  the  land  in  their  own  names.  The  office 
of  the  Trinh  ruler  was  ‘Mayor  of  Palace'  and  the  titular  head  of  the  realm  was  a  king  who 
belonged  to  the  Le  family.  Members  of  the  Le  family  had  formerly  exercised  kingship  in  fact 
(A.D.  1428-1527)  as  well  as  in  name.  But,  from  the  mid-sixteenth  century  onwards,  when 
real  power  in  Annam  became  divided  between  the  Trinh  ‘Lords  of  the  North'  and  the  Nguyen 
‘Lords  of  the  South’,  the  Le  king  was  only  the  titular  head  of  the  northern  realm  controlled  by 
the  Trinh  ‘Mayor  of  Palace’. 

In  common  with  normal  Far  Eastern  practice  the  Annamese  ruler  possessed  both  an 
official  name  and  also  a  ‘nien-ho’,  or  official  reign  title.  The  nien-ho  sometimes  remained  con¬ 
stant  throughout  a  reign,  but  it  was  sometimes  changed  several  times  during  the  course  of  a 
single  reign.  One  may  recall  a  fairly  familiar  Chinese  example  in  the  name  Chien  Lung  (A.D. 
1736-1795):  for  Chien  Lung  was  the  nien-ho  of  an  emperor  whose  official  name  was  Kao 
Tsung. 

During  the  time  when  the  Le  were  pageant  kings  of  northern  Annam  and  their  Trinh 
mayors  of  palace  exercised  real  power  the  coinage  of  the  realm  was  issued  in  the  name  of  the 
Le  monarch.  Inscriptions  on  the  cash  coins  cited  the  current  nien-ho  of  the  Le  monarch.1  No 
coins  appear  to  have  been  previously  attributed  bearing  an  inscription  relating  to  the  con¬ 
temporary  Trinh  mayor  of  palace. 

Schroeder,2  in  his  comprehensive  survey  of  Annamese  coinage,  cited1  the  nien-ho  adopted 
by  successive  Trinh  mayors,  but  he  did  not  attribute  coins  to  them.  He  did,  however,  quote 
the  existence  of  Binh-an  cash  coins,4  of  the  type  published  here,  but  he  classed  the  attribution 
of  these  coins  as  uncertain.  Dr.  Ting  Fu-pao5  illustrated  the  Binh-an  cash  among  un¬ 
attributed  issues  at  the  end  of  his  Annamese  section.6 

Annamese  cash,  like  those  of  China,  circulated  over  a  wide  area  and  often  found  their  way 
to  Japan.  In  the  1980  Nippon  Coin  Catalogue7  a  Binh-an  cash  is  illustrated  among  the 
foreign  cash  that  were  imitated  locally  in  Japan.8  A  Japanese  coin  collection  formed  during 
the  second  decade  of  the  nineteenth  century  and  recently  auctioned  in  London9  contained  an 
Annamese  Binh-an  cash.  That  coin,  the  un  damaged  specimen  published  here,  was  illustrated 
in  the  hand  written  catalogue  compiled  by  the  original  Japanese  collector  and  was  also 
present  among  the  coins  auctioned. 

Braddan  Coole10  included  P'ing-an  (the  Chinese  reading  of  Binh-an)  in  his  table  of  coin  in¬ 
scriptions  and  listed  it  as  an  Annamese  legend  used  in  1599.  A  more  precise  definition  of  the 
use  of  the  Binh-an  nien-ho  was  provided  some  decades  ago  by  both  Schreiner11  and 
Schroeder.12  In  his  work  on  Annamese  history  Schreiner  cited  Binh-an  as  the  nien-ho  adopted 
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by  the  Trinh  mayor  of  palace,  Trinh  Tong,  who  held  office  from  1570  until  1619.  Schroeder 
gave  slightly  different,  and  perhaps  more  precise,  dates.  According  to  him  Trinh  Tong  ruled 
from  1570  until  1623  and  adopted  the  nien-ho  Binh  an  in  1599.

The  2.6  gram  coin  came  from  a  collection  formed  in  Japan  during  the  second  decade  of  the 
nineteenth  century.  The  2.7  gram  coin  has  a  segment  broken  off  its  rim  and  came  from  a 
collection  of  Chinese  coins  formed  in  the  mid  nineteenth  century. 
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BOOK  REVIEW 

A  Catalogue  of  the  French  Medals  in  the  British  Museum.  Vol.  1 ,  A.D.  1 402-16 10.  By  Mark  Jones, 
British  Museum  Publications.  1982.  1 1  j  x  9  ins.  282  pp.  including  90  pp.  of  black  and  white  ills. 
Clothbound.  Price  £35  (plus  £2.50  postage). 

The  medal  collection  in  the  British  Museum  is  an  untapped  source  of ‘treasure’  to  the  initiate  who  has 
some  inkling  of  its  vast  resources,  but  that  comes  about  more  by  personal  knowledge  than,  hitherto, 
through  publication  of  the  collection.  In  this  particular  area  previously  only  two  books,  albeit  each 
major  works,  have  appeared  that  feature  this  aspect  of  the  national  collection  -  Medallic 
Illustrations.  . .  ,  and  Sir  George  Hill’s  magisterial  Corpus  of  Italian  Medals  of  the  Renaissance  before 
Cellini  (Laurence  Brown’s  first  volume  of  British  Historical  Medals ,  continuing  the  work  of  M  I.  up  to 
1837,  also  incorporates  B.M.  medals  of  the  relevant  period).  Now,  with  Mark  Jones's  volume  we  may 
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look  forward  to  more  extensive  coverage  of  this  fascinating  area  of  the  collection.  Few  people  realise 
that  the  British  Museum  possesses  one  of  the  finest  collections  of  French  medals  extant.  This  first 
volume  lists  274  medals,  illustrating  each  example  at  actual  size.  The  illustrations  are  conveniently 
located  in  the  textual  pages,  mostly  adjacent  if  not  actually  facing  their  relevant  entry.  The  overall 
impression  of  the  reproductions  is  one  of  an  undue  degree  of  darkness,  heaviness  in  the  inking.  The  fault 
lies  in  the  original  prints  supplied  since  silver  medals  fare  much  better  than  the  bronze  and  lead  pieces.  It 
is  very  necessary  for  the  photographic  printer  to  be  aware  of  the  method  of  reproduction  to  be  used  so 
that  adjustment  can  be  made  in  the  printing  of  the  bromides  to  accommodate  this.  Admittedly  it  is  a 
difficult  task  with  dark  metal  medals,  but  it  can  be  done  (the  new  Nocon  timer  now  available  is  a  boon 
for  the  professional  working  to  fine  timing  and  density  of  print).  The  text  has  been  produced  by 
'typewriter'  setting  in  a  noble  effort  to  keep  the  published  price  within  bounds.  The  effect  is  good  for 
catalogue  entries  but  a  little  difficult  to  read  where  large  areas  of  notes  are  set  in  unjustified  measure  on 
a  page  that  is  both  wide  and  deep. 

The  first  part  of  the  book  provides  notes  on  the  collection  and  background  to  the  French  medal  in  the 
period  under  consideration.  This  section  is  very  illuminating,  with  details  of  technique,  function,  content, 
and  ways  of  dating  medals.  The  Catalogue  proper  is  essentially  arranged,  as  it  must  be,  chronologically 
although  the  opportunity  has  been  taken  in  appropriate  places,  e.g.  where  an  artist  is  known,  to  discuss 
like  medals  together.  The  basic  catalogue  entry  consists  of  the  numismatic  description  followed  by  a  list 
of  the  public  collections  containing  related  specimens,  and  a  bibliography.  Notes  following  on  then 
elaborate,  often  in  great  detail,  any  particular  aspects,  attributes,  iconography,  etc.,  that  calls  for 
comment.  In  many  instances  there  is  an  extraordinary  amount  of  interesting  detail  and  comment  that 
adds  a  substantial  further  dimension  to  the  piece  and  its  importance  and  setting  (or  of  the  person 
represented)  in  the  French  society  of  the  period.  Although  the  medals  catalogued  are  French,  their  sub¬ 
jects  are  not  necessarily  so,  e.g.  Julius  Caesar  (in  a  curious  quartet,  nos.  50-52),  Elizabeth  I  of  England, 
Mary  Queen  of  Scots,  etc.  Full  separate  indexes  of  legends,  persons  portrayed,  types,  artists,  and  a 
general  index  complete  the  volume. 

Mark  Jones  is  to  be  heartily  congratulated  on  achieving  volume  1  of  this  catalogue  of  French  medals 
but,  as  is  natural  with  all  greedy  numismatists,  like  Oliver  Twist,  we  ask  for  more  and  look  forward  to 
the  continuing  and  rapid  completion  of  the  series.  Let  us  hope  that  this  is  also  a  favourable  augury 
indicating  that  other  areas  of  the  national  collection's  vast  holdings  will  also  be  accorded  up  to  date 
catalogue  publication.  Too  many  years  have  elapsed  since  major  catalogues  {pace  the  three  volumes  of 
Principal  Coins  of  the  Romans )  have  appeared  from  the  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals  in  the  B.M. 
Publication  costs  are  high,  we  all  know,  but  a  good  start  has  been  made  here.  It  is  not  only  the  ‘pundits’ 
in  the  field  of  French  medals  who  will  find  this  volume  indispensable,  there  is  material  here,  objective 
and  reasoned  comment,  of  use  to  everyone  interested  in  the  commemorative  medal.  Peter  Clayton 
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Two  Chinese  silver  cash-style  presentation  pieces  of  the  T'ai  P’ing  Rebellion. 

In  the  Bulletin  for  November  1981  appeared  an  article  on  the  above  subject  by  Michael  Mitchiner.  That 
these  are  ‘Presentation’  pieces  with  amuletic  connotations  is  beyond  question.  The  metal  used,  the 
method  of  manufacture  and  the  inscriptions  indicate  this,  but  the  statement  that  they  were  both  ‘made 
on  the  authority  of  the  rebel  government  for  official  presentation  purposes'  I  must  question.  Dr. 
Mitchiner  has  linked  the  two  coins  together,  because  of  the  fabrique  and  the  fact  that  they  were  both 
mounted  and  acquired  together.  At  this  point  I  must  refer  to  some  of  the  background  concerning  the 
T'ai  P'ing  Rebellion.  This  was  started  in  1843  by  Hung  Hsui-ch'uan  in  Kwangtung  and  Kwangsi 
Provinces,  and  was  a  religious  movement  akin  to  Christianity.  Although  scholars  differ,  one  version  is 
that  Hung  had  3  fever  which  lasted  40  days  (shades  of  the  Old  Testament!)  during  which  he  had  a 
dream  where  Shang-ti  (the  Heavenly  Ruler)  took  him  to  Heaven,  called  him  His  son  and  gave  him  a 
sword  to  lead  his  people  out  of  the  slavery  of  the  Manchus. 

Hung  formed  an  alliance  with  the  Triad  (correctly  Heaven,  Earth  and  Man  Society  -  usually  known 
as  The  Heaven  and  Earth  Society),  a  secret  society  supposedly  started  by  five  monks  who  escaped  when 
the  Shaolin  Monastery  was  burned  by  the  Manchus.  Its  objective  (at  that  time)  was  the  overthrow  of  the 
Manchu  dynasty  and  the  restoration  of  the  Ming.  The  Triads  had  a  Ming  descendant  bearing  the 
dynastic  family  name  of  Chu  to  take  the  position  of  Emperor.  (He  was  eventually  captured  by  the 
Manchus,  and  summarily  disposed  of.)  Thus,  the  objective  of  both  the  T'ai  P'ings  and  the  Triads  was. 
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inter  alia,  the  overthrow  ol  the  Manchus  and  the  restoration  of  the  Ming  dynasty.  Hung  had  certain 
reservations  regarding  the  Ming  Prince,  as  it  was  his  intention  to  be  proclaimed  Emperor  himself. 

I  he  Manchu  rule  was  very  oppressive  to  the  Chinese,  and  was  maintained  by  the  Bannermen  with 
great  barbarity.  They  forced  the  Chinese  to  wear  the  pien  tzu,  or  pigtail,  and  it,  together  with  the 
s  ia\  ing  ot  part  ot  the  head,  was  a  badge  of  servitude.  The  T'ai  P’ings  and  their  allies  cut  off  their  pigtails 
and  let  their  hair  grow  and  thus  became  known  as  'long  hairs.'  They  also  wore  Ming  style  clothing  and 
the  I  ai  P  ings  issued  their  own  coinage  with  only  Chinese  characters.  This,  together  with  their  religious 
beliefs,  emphatically  showed  their  complete  rejection  of  all  things  Manchu.  As  a  result,  to  be  captured 
meant  instant  (if  they  were  lucky)  death. 

Dr.  Mitchiner's  second  piece  has  Manchu  script  for  Pao  Chuan  (Board  of  Revenue  Mint  -  Peking)  on 
the  reverse.  In  view  of  the  foregoing,  to  me  it  seems  inconceivable  that  the  T'ai  P'ings  w'ould  use 
Manchu  script  on  ‘official  presentation'  pieces.  As  stated  earlier,  it  was  never  used  on  their  official 
coinage.  Neither  the  T’ai  P'ings  nor  their  allies  the  Triads  captured  Peking.  They  sent  a  ‘division’  to  do 
so,  but  failed  in  the  attempt.  Therefore  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Revenue  Mint  mark  would  appear  to  be 
inappropriate  in  any  event.  Dr.  Mitchiner's  first  piece  could  well  have  been  issued  by  the  T'ai  P'ings,  but 
1  submit  that  to  say  his  second  piece  was  also  issued  bv  them  is  a  supposition  unsupported  by  any 
evidence,  except  to  the  contrary.

All  the  talks 
were  followed  by  lively  debate,  regular  participants  in  which  were  our  two  overseas  visitors  from 
Holland  and  the  USA;  they  were  most  welcome  additions  to  the  regular  "crow'd”.  The  next  weekend  to 
be  held  by  BANS  will  be  the  annual  Congress  at  Bristol  from  15-17  April,  1983;  details  will  be 
published  in  a  future  issue.

The  objects  illustrated  in  the  plates  are  not  to  the  same  scale.

Said  to  have  been  found  in  North  Britain, 
close  to  the  Antonine  Wall.  The  ring’s  tiny  size  indicates  that  it  was  worn  by  a  child  of  wealthy  family  or  by  a  lady  on 
the  upper  part  of  her  finger  above  the  first  knuckle.  This  was  a  fashion  amongst  the  ladies  and,  no  doubt,  a  contribut¬ 
ing  factor  to  the  ring’s  loss. 

NOTE:  All  the  above  seven  rings  would  make  very  attractive  gifts  for  present  day  wearing,  but  nos. 
V436-V439,  in  their  ring  style  and  sizes,  would  be  more  appropriate  for  a  lady  -  the  sizes  being 
generally  those  of  the  third  finger.

As  to  your  tablets  which  are  with  Adad-resi,  and  which  you  wrote  about:  Your  missive  which  Amur-Samas 
brought  I  made  him  put  under  seal;  furthet,  I  received  for  you  two  missives.  I  stayed  there  for  two  days.  I 
shall  bring  it  to  you  together  with  the  one  tablet  which  you  left  here. 

Assur-malik  son  of  Alulaja  is  dead.  Ikuppija  son  of  Usur-sa  Assur  and  Alahum  son  of  Su  Laban  have 
brought  his  money  to  the  City.  Alahum  son  of  Kurub-Istat  owes  him  20  minas  of  silver.  Take  care  of  your 
own  interests. 

The  tablet  is  to  be  published  in  a  forthcoming  issue  of  the  Journal  of  Cuneiform  Studies  and  a  full  transcription  and 
transliteration  of  the  cuneiform,  as  well  as  translation,  is  sold  with  the  tablet.

Dedications  to  St.  Donatus  are  rare, 
one  of  the  best  known  and  largest  houses  being  that  at  Bruges  in  Belgium,  probably  indicating  a  European  rather 
than  an  English  origin  for  the  piece. 

BILLYS’  AND  ‘CHARLEYS’ 

In  the  1850s  two  illiterate  Thames  foreshore  ‘mudrakers’,  William  Smith  (Billy)  and  Charles  Eaton 
(Charley)  began  to  manufacture  spurious  medieval  antiquities,  mainly  loosely  based  on  some  of  the 
genuine  articles  they  had  found  in  the  excavations  for  the  new  Shadwell  Dock.  A  number  of  quite 
eminent  archaeologists  were  taken  in  by  them,  notably  Charles  Roach  Smith  whose  fine  collection  of 
Roman  antiquities  forms  the  basis  of  the  B.M.  collection.  We  offer  below  a  few  examples  from  a  large 
collection  that  we  have  available.  Enquiries  for  any  particular  type  are  welcome.  The  amusing  story  of 
these  now'  over  one-hundred-year-old  fakes  has  recently  been  told  by  Barry  Marsden  in  The  Shadwell 
Shams  \  Popular  Archaeology,  April  1982, pp.  17-19.
